Kishimoto fails to teach "an external signal unit to receive an external image signal" since it is a scanner. In reply, Examiner considers item 
4 of Figure 1 is an input device. The scanner generates signals according to the external image to be scanned. Therefore, the external 
image is the external signal. As for "an OSD generator to generate an internal OSD image signal", since the image goes through the 
Image Display Control Unit (8), where the image is adjusted, and to be displayed on Display (11), since the image signal remains within 
the system it meets the limitations. 
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
